-2.—The long ex- 
pected invitation to Germany to come 
to the London conference was 
ceived in Berlin this evening. The 
invitation will be accepted.. A dele- 
gation of between forty and fifty will

leave probably on a_ special train 
Monday, reaching London Tuesday 
morning. 


Germany wil, present a well defined 
ousprogram at London, containing 
numerous counter proposals. At a 
cxbinet conference held today, 
which President Ebert presided, 
lines were laid down by which 
German delexation is to be guided. 

Evacuation of the Ruhr is the hub 
of Germany’s program. There are 
three points to this, one. or 
which is the complet economic evacu- 
ation of the Ruhr. This means that 
Germany will. protest vigorously 
against the retention of 4,000 French 
and Belgian. railroad workers. 

Number two is a demand for com- 
plete military evacuation to follow 
soon after economic domination {s 
withjlrawn.

SOUTH SPENDS 40 PER CENT 


Los Angeles County Leads List 
With Expenditure of 
‘$974,648 


(By Universal Service.) 
SACRAMENTO, Aug. 2.—The eleven 


according to official statistics made 
public today by State Controller Ray 
L. Riley, 

These figures show the southern 
counties spent approximately 40 per 
cent of the total sum authorized for 
road work in California by county 
boards of supervisors. 


Los ‘Angeles county led the list, not 
only for southern California but the 
State at large with a disbursement of 
$3,605,381. ‘Los Angeles spent more 
than $3,000,000 for highway work 
alone. The county’s payments for 
bridge construction ran over a quar- 
ter of a million. 

Orange county was second to Los 
Angeles in southern California with 
an expenditure of $974,648 for estab- 
lishment and upkeep of good roads. 
Though Riverside county spent only 
$368,199 for all highway purposes the 
county was second in southern Cali- 
fornia in bridge building, using $132,- 
492 for this purpose. 

Highway disbursements made by 
other southern county governments 
were given by Controller Riley a 
follows: 

Imperial, $457,648; Monterey, $306,- 
538; San Bonito, $135,411; San Ber- 
nardino, $386,788; San Diego, $751,- 
368: San Luis Obispo, $550,868; Santa 
Barbara, $770,545; Ventura, $244,165. 

The report pointed out that these 
figures represent the sums actually 
disbursed by the several county gov- 
ernments and not money spent on 
roads by the State Highway Commis- 
sion. 

In addition to the huge Los Angeles 
county expenditure for highways the 
city of Los Angeles spent $3,559,174 
for the building and maintenance ot 
thoroughfares during 1923, the con- 
troller also announced. This figure 
was the largest authorized by any 
California municipality for this pur- 
pose. 

‘Los Angeles spent $31,607,471 on 
streets and alleys alone. Bridges, 
curbs and sidewalks cost the city $1; 
536,839 for the year. 

(Long Beach ranked second among 
southern California cities, spending 
$355,890 in improvement over its 
facilities for vehicle traffic. The 
next three ranking sauthern Califor- 
nia cities in point of street and higt- 
way expenditures follows: 

Pasadena, $349,847; San Diego, 
$319,762; Senta ces $209,103.

WORK PROGRESSES RAPIDLY: 
WILL GREATLY AID TRAFFIC 


The men who are doing the job 
that is to link San Francisco and 
Oakland with their wonderful back 
country are doing for the cities and 
the state of California almost the 
most distinguisned service ever per- 
formed for two cities and a state 
that in the past have been marve- 
lcusly well served. 


They are the men who are building 
the great Carquinez Straits bridge 
between Crockett and the Solano 
shore; who are also building the 
Antioch bridge across the San Joa- 
quin river. They are the projectors 
of the American Toll-ridge company, 
now engaged in the construction of 
both bridges. 


The whole trend of modern civili- 
zation is toward the annihilation of 
distance. Look backward, for a mo- 
ment, at the history of the march of 
progress, growing more and more 
rapid as time passes. It is within 
the memory of men low living, when 
a fast trotting horse gaited in a 
mile at 2:40 stood as the last word 
in speedy transportation for passen- 
gers. To be sure, there was the rail- 
road train; but the man who sought 
really pleasurable excitement in trav- 
el preferred to ride behind the fast 
horse. 


Before the automobile, ,coming - to 
take possession of ‘the roads of the 
country with a rush and a roar, the 
fast horse was left so far behind 
that the children of today are not 
even familiar with its presence on 
the roads. 

. With the automobile came, inevit- 
ably, the demand for goods roads. 


Men must ride comfortably, as weil 


as with speed. With good roads, 
there was the shortening of distances, 
But the great inland water ways re 
mained as bars to progress; until, 
one by one, those were bridged* by 
the enterprise of men, ‘or of staten, 


and @anished snd were left behind 
by the men in the swift cars. 


The arms of the sea, penetrating 


far inland—and especially the arms 


of that great inland sea, the Bay of 
San Francisco, remained—and remain 
—as a problem for the solution of 
enterprise. For a time, until the 
present time in fact, ferry boats have 
sufficed to partially conquer these ob- 
stacles to the march of men, ever 
going onward. The day will come, 
is coming fast, when the great bay 
itself will be bridged; when auto- 
mobiles will roll out of the very heart 
of the city initio its back country, 
laden with passengers; when great 
trucks will haul the produce of the 
farms directly from the produce: to 
the door of the consumer, 


things needed by the farming com- 
munities. 

But the waters have rolled; so far, 
as a time-consuming barrier between 
San Francisco and its back country, 
between Oakland and the East Bay 
cities and their back country. And 
the men who are conquering this 
obstacle to progress are the men who 
are giving to the state and to the 
cities such distinguished service. 

They are the men who are building 
the great bridge across Carquine: 
Straits at Crockett. The men” who 
are ‘bridging the San Joaquin river 
at Antioch. They have not wroughé 
thus without criticism. ‘Men, in all 
ages, have thrown stones at those 
whose daring has led. them to go 
forward in leadership. Regardless of 
the throwing of stones, profiting ft 
may have been hy criticism, but re- 
garding it hot at all as opposing their 


vrogress, these men have gone ahead, 


steadily, from smal] pbeginnings—un- 
til there is apparent great’ achieve.

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The average reader would be puzzled to trace the 
ecunection between a hobby tor amateur photography 
and the manutacture of detonators for high explosives, 
but when, as a young Scotch mining engineer operat- 
ing cut of Valparaiso, Chile, the late Willian Letts 
Oliver undertook to manufacture collodion for tintype 
pictures which he made as a hobby, he was unwit- 
tingly forging the link in a chain of circumstances 
which later led to the establishment of the first blast- 
‘ing cap factory in America. 

There was a considerable demand for collodion 
from tintype photographers before the days of dry 
plate photography —guncotton is the basic raw ma- 
| terial for collodion and Oliver’s little laboratory thus 
grew into a small explosives factory which, in 1864, 
was taken over by the government of Chile and turned 
into a munitions plant for the manufacture of high 
explosive guncotton. 

Some years later, in 1877, while engaged in the 
direction of large mining operations in California, the 
knowledge of explosives gained in Chile enabled Mr. 

Oliver to solve a difficult problem encountered by con- 
tractors building the Sutro Tunnel in the Comstocks, 
Where they required an explosive that wou stand 
the heat of the underground workings there more suc- 
cessfully than the dynamites then in use. Thus ne 
accomplished by substituting a guncotton base ex- 
plosive called “Tonite.” 


e * 
THE FIRST AMERICAN BLASTING CAP 


| Up to this time, all blasting caps used in the 
United States were imported from Europe. They were 
expensive, and in many cases, uncertain as to de- 
livery, so Mr. Oliver’s next step was the development 
of a cap loading unit to protect his “Tonite” business. 
A new detonator safer to handle and superior in de- 
| tunating qualities to the imported artigle resulted 
from these experiments and Mr. Oliver with one of 
his associates, Mr. Freeborn J. Fletter, then estab- 
lished a small factory near San Francisco, where the 
first detonators in America were made. 

In April; 1880, the California Cap Company was 
incorporated to carry on the business, and today a 
splendid plant, the outcome of this modest beginning, 
bears tribute to the pluck, perseverance and foresight 
of the two men who built and fostered it. Mr. Fletterf 
died in 1899 and Mr. Oliver, Sr., in 1918. +

LABORATORIES 


The chemical and electrical control laboratories 
are an important function and the research depart- 
ment keeps every branch of the work not only 
“abreast of the times,” but usually a step or two 
in the lead, 

That so small an article of commerce as a blast- 
ing cap embodies in its ‘manufacture as much of a 
plant as depicted herein Inay not have occurred to 
the average consumer. Possibly many are not partic- 
ularly interested, but if one will pause to consider 
for a moment that a blasting cap is a vitally essential 
element for the firing of every high explosive blast, 
the existence of such a factory on the Pacifie Coast 
80 complete in every detail that it 1s not dependent 
upon other industries for any of its components other 
than standard raw materials should be looked upon 
as an economic necessity to every mine operator in 
the west. . 


WAR RECORD 


It seems fitting before closing tats little story to 
explain how effectively these years of experience in 
the manufacture of industrial blastiag caps and the 
thorough understanding of the principles of detonation 
was utilized by the war industries board during the 
recent conflict in Europe. 

In the early stages of America’s participation in 
the war, it became apparent that cur atgenals were 
not equipped to supoly the later and improved types 
of ammunition, so the California Cap Company, with- 
out waiting for the new loading specifications then 
being developed in Washington, set out to design and 
build special machinery and to sene tts product to 
the U. S. proving grounds for test. Meeting the most 
exact requirements, it was immediately accepted; ap- 
Propriations were then made to provide facilities for 
the production of these new typs of ammunition; and 
the California Cap Company was chosen by the war 
department to act as its agent in the administration 
and operation of a substantial portion thereof. Three 
large and separate plants were developed—the Cali- 
fornia Cap Company's eastern unit for ordnance de- 
tonators was built first, followed shortly by the Oliver 
Loading Company’s plant at Runyon, N. J., for point 
detonating fuses and boosters for me 75mm shells, 
which made possible the shipment overseas of great 
quantities of ammunition, at a time when the demand 
was most urgent. These olants were so successful 
that they were followed by other and larger units in 
_the winter of 1917 and included construction of the 
government plant at Old Bridge, N. J., for fuses, 
primers, detonators, boosters, hand grexades and rifle 
grenades. 

All of these operations were conducted under the 


direction of Mr. Roland Oliver, loyally supported ’ by 
his associates.

it was decided to move the plant to 
their present location in Richmond, 
this change being enacted during the 
outbreak of the World War at which 
time much difficulty was encountered 
in obtaining machinery and raw ma- 
terial used in the manufacture of knit 
goods, due to embargo placed on im- 
ports from foreign céuntries. Later 
with our country entering the war, 
there came a scarcity of wool and 
only a limited amount was allowed 
te each concern. Therefore, with all 
other established firms doing a large 
business, this concern was grestly 
handicapped. Additional capital was 
necessary and it was decided to add

Ferry Company 


Now that the Richmond and San 


Rafael Ferry and Transportation Co 
has passed its tenth anniversary, the 
development of what has become one 
cf the most substantial public utility 
corporations in California may be 
traced from its conception ‘by Charles 
F, Van Damme in 1914 to its present 
status, where it now employs three 
ferries and has a payroll of mere 
than sixty men with a service that 
is umiversally known and praised 
about the bay and in the counties 
north of the bay. 


In the bay transportation world 
the name of Charles F. Van Damme 
today stands out as a monument to 
a man with an idea that was founded 
upon a correct interpretation of the 
needs ‘of the bay region, with a Vision 
of the growth of automobile traffic 
and with a clear and business trained 
mind that builded sfowly and sub- 
stantially on that idea. 

Started in 1914, 

It was in the latter part of the 
year 1914 that Van Domme conceived 
the idea of the need for a connecting 
link between the 2zrowing East Bay 
region and the north of the bay coun- 
ties. He took first steps by investi- 
gating the need thoroughly. He 
found that the Richmond Chamer 
of Commerce under the leadership of 
James C. Owens, one of the pioneer 
Promoters and developers of Rich- 


mond, and the San Rafael Chamber 
of Commerce had interviewed the ex- 


companies operating | 


isting railroad 
ferries on San Francisco and 
Pablo bays, but. the heads of th 
great transportation companies had 
laughed at the idea of an automobile 
ferry line between Richmond 
Marin county. 

Then Van Damme stepped into the 
breach and with the help of a group 
of friends and business associates, 
organized the Richmond and San Ra- 
fael (Ferry and Transportation com- 
pany. The corporation was complet- 
ed in March, 1915, and on May 1 of 
that year inaugurated the service 
with the old ferry boat “Ellen.” 

This was one of the pioneer hay 
craft and its capacity was eighteen 
automobiles. 


New Boat Added. 

On July 23, 1916, a new steamer, 
the Charles F. Van Damme, named 
iln honor of the founder of the com- 
pany, was placed in service. It has 
a carrying capacity of forty-five aulo- 
mobiles, which was ‘believed large 
enough for many years to come. Then 
followed the years of the great World 
War, with business conditions dis- 
turbed and a period that was almost 
a nightmare for rail and boat’ trans- 
portation companies, but with the 
business sagacity that has made other 
Van Damme enterprises sucecssful. 
the new transportation: company was 
placed on a firm foundation built on 
service to the public, and it grew 
yearly from a payroll of ten employes 
to the present one of more than sixty, 

In 1921 the second auto ferry, the 
“City of Richmond,” was placed in 
service, and in 1924 the growth oft 
the business and a demand for a 
shorter time interval justified the ad- 
dition of the third steamer, the “City 
of San Rafal.” 

Many Passengers (Carried. 

Over two ani one-quarter million 
people have ridden on the ferry since 
its establishment, and over 700,000 
automobiles have been carried. In 
1923. the number of automodiles 
transported was more than 200,000, 
and passengers 700,000. The total in-

Plan University 
To Build Peace 


(By Universal Service) 

LONDON, Aug. 1.—A_ world Plan 
for the interchange of students be- 
tween the colleges of the different 
nations has been formulated and ap- 
proved by the leading educational au- 
thorities of the United States, Eng- 
land, France and other countries. 

Marcus M. Marks of New York, 
former (president of the Borough of 
Manhattan and the father of day- 
light the United States, 
to whom the inception of the scheme 
is due, is now in London. During 
the past month he has been dis- 


cussing the question with education- 
ists in Europe. 


saving in 


“There are a million college stu- 
dents in the world,” he said. “If 
we can only give them opportunity 
to travel and spend time at the uni- 
versities of other countries, they will, 
as they pass from college into public 
life, become an important factor in 
determining general Public opinion. 
Their minds will be broadened, prej- 
udices will be removed, and a kind- 
lier feeling towards men. of other 
races will be engendered. 

Move Towards Peace 

“It will be a sound move towards 
universal peace. Of what good are 
treaties and agreements between na- 
tions unless behind those documents 
there is good will and the knowledge 
that can only come from personal 
contact and acquaintance with other 
races than our own? 

“Educational authorities the world 
over are agreed that the function of 
the university is to turn out not 
merely scholars, but citizens of broad 
view, who shall look out on the 
world with a true perspective. 


The proposal was heartily approv- 
ed some time ago by the American 
Council on Education, representing 
the Associated Colleges and Univer- 
sities of the United States, and they 
decided to put it into operation pro- 
vided Mr. Marks would organize a 
finance board to assist. 


This board, with Frank Vanderlip 
as chairman, General Coleman Du- 


pont as vice chairman, Felix M. 
Warburg, of the banking firm of 
Messrs. Kuhn, Loeb and Co., as 


treasurer, and Dean Robinson, of the 
New York College, as secretary, was 
therefore organized by Mr.* Marks, 
and about $10,000 was subscribed 
by the committee for preliminary exe 
penses. 


British Promise 

Dr. Frank Aylodotte, the president 
of Swartmore college, visited Great 
Britain a few months ago, and placed 
the matter before the vice chancel- 
lors of the British universities, who 
promised to co-operate and to ac- 
commodate a large number of Amer- 
ican students who are to arrive in 
England during the early autumn 
this year. The British authorities 
have agreed to grant them certifi- 
cates so that on their return to the 
United States they will not lose their

-The actual sewing of the raffia of- 
fers no difficulties to the women of 
ideas; but here are a few tips which 
make all the difference in the final 
appearance of the hat made at| 
home. Even those very cheap and 
rough rush hats, with crowns so like 
the old. Welsh hat, can be brought into 
line if these hints are followed. 

The first think to be decided is the 
width of the brim. Any surplus 
straw should be cut away.

To shape the fat, wet the ¢rown 
thoroughly (not the brim), and! 
force it over a mold. If that is not | 
removed until it is thoroughly dry it 
will retain its new shape. 

Ornamenting the hat with raffia 
offers an infinite variety of choice.

The Synthetic Iron Colo&\ company 
manufactures oxides of iron colors, 
which they supply to the paint, kal- 
somine and cement companies. 

The company procures most of its 
raw material from the Republic Steel 
Package company of Rtchmond, the 
raw material consisting of light sheet 
s@rap iron. 

The process of manufacturing the 
product of synthetic iron color con- 
sists in oxidizing the scrap iron with 
the oxygen from air. 

The products manufactured are red, 
yellow and black oxides of iron; these 
products as stated, are used in the 
manufacture of paint, kalsomine ané 
cement products. 

Western manufacturing concerns, 
such as W. P. Fuller company, West 
Coast Kalsomine company and Bass- 
Heuter Paint company use the pro- 
duet of this Richmond institution.

County crops conditions are good. 


; Even in this, the dryest year known 


in Cahifornia in years, Contra Costa 
farmers have suffered comparatively 
little, according to reports received 
from all parts of the valley. 

Prunes, grapes, almonds, grain—in 
fact, every crop raised in the county 
is reported in excellent condition with 
every indication of the farmers hayv- 
ing a profitable year. 

Packing houses throughout the east- 
ern part of the county are rushed. 
and will be from now until the end 
of the season. ‘Everywhere the ain 
cf prosperity is apparent. Prices, 
also, are good for those crops al- 
ready on the market and farmers are 
taking advantage of the good figures 
offered. 

Independent buyers are offering 2 
cents above their prices of last year: 
IXIl. almonds are quoted at 14%c. 
Texas at 9c, Bakers at 12%c, with 


and] Drakes and ‘Lewelyns at 9c. 


In general the almond crop is light 
throughout the state, while the crog 
in this county is considered as being 
quite near what is estimated normal. 

Packing of grapes will be done at 
four houses this year. The Stewart 
Fruit company ‘thas a new plant at 
Oakley, the Bridgehead Shipping com- 
pany has a house near the ferry road. 
and a new house has just been com- 
pleted for the Callfornia Land and 
Produce company of San Francisco 
at Oakley. 

J. H. Shaw has erected a packing 
house at Oakley and he will operate 
it as well as have charge of the 
Miller-Cummings plans. 

There are now a total of five pack- 
ing houses in the Antioch-Oakley 
fruit belt with Oakley the center of 
the activities. The expectations from 
this district are immense and the 
erection of these houses shows te 
optimism of the ‘people interested. 
With the increasing acreage going 
into vines and trees increasing ship- 
ments will be made from year to 
year. On the whole, eastern Contra 
Costa farmers are confronted iwth a 
hopeful outlook, quite a strong con- 
trast with the situation in many other 
sections. 

Prices better than last year ave 
being offered for the principle crops 
with the quality of each promising 
to be considerably above 1923, al- 
though not as heavy a crop will be 
obtained in general. 

Grape men are expecting to har- 
vest one of the choicest crops in. 
years. Better prices are being ex- 
pected. One buyer has been in the 
field offering $60 per ton for Matero 
and Carrigan grapes on consignment 
and $75 net in the field. 

For Zinfandels $82.5) is being of- 
fered in the Lodi district. 

Picking is expected to be under 
way between August 20 and 25. The 
crop is in excellent shaps. There has 
been no loss from mildew this year 
and a beautiful pack will be made.

WOULD BE AID TO SHIPPING 


_J.arge Amount of Handling Would 
Be Avoided Under 


Arrangement 


(By Robert; Morgan in Popular 
& Mechanies) 
Surveys have been completed and 

a report is being prepared for pre- 
sentation to the federal government 
for another of the world’s large ship 
canals, to be located in Californta,. 
and to connect Sacramento, the capi- 
tal of the state, with the Pacific 
Ocean by way of San Francisco Bay 
The canal will be 35 miles long, 150 
feet wide at the bottom, 350 to 360 
feet wide at the surface of the, water 
and 30 feet deep, capable of floatine 
all but the very largest of deep sea 
vessels, and is designed to convert 
Sacramento, which is 90 miles from 
the Pacific, into an ocean port. Out 
of Sacramento, on steamboats, barges 
and schooners, c1e shipped every year 
1,000,000 tons of products of the grain 
ranches, fruit orchards, vegetable 
farms and mines of 29 counties. This 
production is valued at $95.95 per 
ton, the most valuable—and the larz- 
est—river traffic in the new world 
in proportion to the length of navi- 
ga'bility of the stream, which is about 
200 miles. 

All this large volume of shipments 
has to be re-handled at San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, or other deep sea 
ports on San Francisco Bay, and the 
cost of this trans-shipment is so 
great that the saving in this one item 
alagne by the bringing of deep sea 
tonnage direct to the Sacramento 
wharves will pay the cost of the 
ship canal in about ten years. In ad- 
dition to this, the deep channel with 
eilt-bearing waters of many streams 
cut off, will eliminate the present 
expensive dredging of the cHannél‘ orf 
the Sacramento river, which has to 
be kept up continuously the year 
around. There are 3,000,000 acres 
of arable land, suitable for cultiva- 
tion and available for irrigation, tn 
the Sacramento Valley, tributary to 
the river and the city of Sacramento 
Of this great area, only about 25,000 
to 30,000 acres are in production. It 
is believed that the introduction of 
deep sea shipping to the heart of this 
valley will ‘bring about the early cul- 
tivation of these other acres. How 
much arable land lies idle in the re- 
maining counties tributary, by rail 
and water, to Sacramento, it is im- 
possible to estimate.

If, for any rea- 
son, such aid is not forthcoming, the

The cost of.lexcavation ig estimated 
alt $825,000 to $1,000,000, the com- 
paratively low cost being due to the 
soft earth to be moved and the ab- 
sence of stone from the sourse se- 
lected. Much of this course fos 
through sloughs and bayous, whigh 
in some places will have to be deep- 
ened, in others widened, and in some 
left virtually as they are today. The 
waterfront facilities, including the 
turning basin on the San Francisco 
waterfront, will cost from $1,000,000 
to $1,500,000, depending on the prices 
of labor and materials. The propon- 
ents of the plan believe that the max- 
imum figure for total cost will be 
within $3,000,000, a comparatively in- 
significant ‘sum.
